Many a young man sells his 
birthright In this way, and cannot have 
it back again, though he seek it With 
many tears. Take your honest eight 
hours sleep, if you may ! there is life in 
It aud grace. It is one of tbe good an- 
gels which will save you from the 
temptation to drink, give yon an even 
mind, brlghteu all your powers, and do 
many thingB for you no other power 
can do . 

8o when you get farther on, and are 
in the thick oi the world's business do, 
not forget what virtue lies in tbiB good 
habit You may make more money by 
sitting up nights, but tbe chances are 
you will n"t keep it : carve out a good 
business and then have to quit ; or 
grow eminent in your profession, and 
then break down.
